They  said  that  the  LANZAS  were  a  bit  too  friendly 
with  them  before  the  war  (World  War  II)  and  each  wondered  if 
they  were  being  developed  as  a  contact  by  the  LANZAS.  Since 
they  were  in  the  printing  business,  their  guess  at  the  time 
was  counterfeiting.  However,  no  proposition  of  any  kind 
was  ever  put  to  them. 


Both  | _ [expressed  the  opinion  that  if  the  truth 

were  ever  learned  about  the  LANZA’s  activities,  they  suspected 
that  it  would  be  found  that  their  activities  were  more  wide¬ 
spread  than  appears  on  the  surface.

He  listed  the  person  who  would  always  know  his  address  as  his 
employer,  ANTHONY  N.  LANZA,  3681+  Fillmore  Street,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  who  operated  the  Lanza  Wine  Company,  559  Washington 
Street,  San  Francisco. 

The  records  describe  him  as  being  born  October  25? 
1902,  at  Castelbuno,  Italy,  5’  8^n  in  height,  15>2  pounds, 
brown  eyes,  black  hair,  and  left  index  finger  amputated  at 
first  joint.  The  records  disclosed  that  he  never  entered 
the  armed  services.

DESIMONE  listed  no  occupation  and  gave  her  parents 
as  FRANCESCO  DESIMONE  and  ANTONINA  PALERMO,  both  born  in 
Italy.  The  marriage  was  performed  at  the  Holy  Cross  Church, 
Los  Angeles,  by  DANIEL  SWEENEY,  Roman  Catholic  Priest,  Ij.705 
South  Main  Street.  Witness  to  the  marriage  was  given  as 
NICOLA  SCHER0 ,  559  Washington  Street,  San  Francisco.  A  photo- 
static  copy  of  this  marriage  certificate  was  obtained  and  is 
being  placed  in  the  file  of  this  office. 


It  is  noted  that  ANTHONY  LANZA’s  wife’s  maiden  name 
was  TONINA  M.  DESIMONE  and  she  reportedly  was  born  February 
12,  1908,  in  Colorado,  place  unknown.  It  is  further  noted 
that  FRANK  DESIMONE,  who  attended  a  meeting  of  hoodlums  at 
Apalachin,  New  York  on  November  14,  1957,  and  who  is  atop 
hoodlum  in  the  Los  Angeles  Office,  was  born  in  Pueblo,  Color¬ 
ado.

VINCENT  NASO,  brother  of  EMILY,  was  taken  by  them  to  raise 
when  he  was  about  15  or  16  years  of  age,  and  as  a  result  was 
quite  close  to  them.  VINCENT  thus  became  affiliated  with 
STEPHEN  in  pants-making  business.

Beference  your  letter  dated  May  27  and  teletype 
from  the  Bureau  to  your  office  dated  May  Sly  1958,  A  detailed 
study  of  the  86  radiographs  (X-ray  negatives)  submitted  by 
your  office  with  the  referenced  letter  failed  to  reveal  the 
presence  of  any  foreign  materials  or  containers  inside  of  the 
seven  oil  cans.  All  of  the  radiographs  were  very  dark  either 
from  overexposure  and/or  overdevelopment  and  were  not 
satisfactory  for  adequate  reading,  Formally,  the  development 
time  for  a  particular  type  of  X-ray  film  is  a  set  constant 
and,  therefore ,  it  is  most  likely  that  the  darkness  resulted 
from  overexposure. 


It  is  pointed  out  that  a  radiograph  will  only  show 
differences  in  density  of  the  object  or  objects  X-rayed,  It 
is  not  possible  to  determine  the  composition  or  color  of 
objects  showing  up  in  an  X-ray  from  a  study  of  the  radiograph. 

If  a  dense  object,  such  as  a  gun,  is  present  in  a 
less  dense  container ,  such  as  a  wood  cigar  box,  when  this 
package  is  X-rayed  the  heavy  metal  of  the  gun  will  cut  off 
significant  large  portions  of  the  X-rays  while  the  wood  of 
the  cigar  box  will  offer  little  resistance,  on  the  resulting 
radiograph  the  area  of  the  film  under  the  gun  will  not  be 
exposed  nearly  as  much  as  the  areas  just  under  the  cigar  box , 
The  outline  of  the  gun  will  thus  appear  as  a  relatively  light 
or  unexposed  area  on  the  negative  and  the  outlines  of  the 
box  will  appear  as  a  relatively  dark  or  exposed  area  on  the 
film.  Thus,  the  dense  objects  or  materials  produce  a  light 
area  on  a  radiograph  while  less  dense  materials  result  in  a 
dark  area.

“pusher”  for  them.  Informant  stated  that  he  had  no  specific 
facts  concerning  the  above,  but  was  of  the  opinion  they 
had  not  been  in  any  legitimate  undertaking  since  World 
War  II. 


Informant  pointed  out  that  narcotics,  which 
are  cheap  in  Italy,  could  be  brought  into  the  United  States 
in  small  packages  concealed  in  olive  oil  or  cheese  and 
it  was  his  opinion  that  the  LANZAS  may  have  received  nar¬ 
cotics  In  this  manner,  but  he  had  no  facts  to  back  up 
this  statement. 

During  an  official  investigation  on  May  6,  1958, 
it  was  observed  that  a  shipment  of  six  five-gallon  cans 
of  olive  oil  were  received  at  LANZAS  place  of  business 
from  the  Veronica  Olive  Oil  Company  of  Oakland,  California. 
It  was  noticed  that  the  individual  making  the  delivery 
was  not  permitted  to  enter  the  LANZA  office,  other  than 
to  give  the  delivery  ticket  to  JAMES  J.  LANZA.  Each 
five-gallon  can  was  carried  into  the  office  by  LANZA. 

The  cans  w ere  unmarked  and  a  bundle  of  plain  cardboard 
cartons  were  also  given  to  LANZA  by  the  driver.
